1 (Currently amended). A head stack assembly for a disk drive, the head stack 
assembly comprising: 

an actuator body including: 

a main body section having a thickness and defining a horizontal 
plane orthogonal to an axis of rotation; 

an actuator arm having the same thickness and extending from the 
main body section; and 

a flex cable guiding support having the same thickness and 
extending from the main body section adjacent the actuator arm 
orthogonal to the horizontal plane; and 

a flex cable including a substantially flat main cable body disposed in 
mechanical communication with the flex cable guiding suppo rt in plan e s 
orthogonal to tho horizontal plan e para ll el to tho axic of rotation, . 

wherein the main body section, the actuator arm, and the flex cable 
guiding support are a single component having material co ntinuity rather than 
being an assembly of sub-components . 
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2 (Currently amended). The head stack assembly of Claim 1 wherein the actuator 
body i s form e d of comprises a stamped material.

5 (Currently amended). The head stack assembly of Claim 1 wherein the actuator 
body i s formed of comprises a sheet metal material. 

6 (Currently amended). The head stack assembly of Claim 1 wherein the flex cable 
guiding support is includes a bent region adjacent from a position w i t hin the horizontal 
plane. 

7 (Original). The head stack assembly of Claim 1 wherein the flex cable guiding 
support includes first and second extensions extending from the main body section. 

8 (Original). The head stack assembly of Claim 7 wherein the flex cable includes 
opposing sides, the first and second extensions are respectively disposed In mechanical 
communication with respective ones of the opposing sides of the flex cable. 

9 (Original). The head stack assembly of Claim 1 wherein the actuator arm extends 
from the main body section along the horizontal plane. 
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10 (Currently amended). An actuator for use with a flex cable in a disk drive, the flex 
cable including a substantially flat main cable body, the actuator comprising: 



an actuator body including: 

a main body section having a thickness and defining a horizontal 
plane orthogonal to an axis of rotation; 

an actuator arm having the same thickness and extending from the 
main body section; and 

a flex cable guiding support having the same thickness and 
extending from the main body section adjacent the actuator arm 
orthogonal to the horizontal plane for supporting the main cable body m 
plan es ortho g onal to th o horizontal pian o p a ral l el to th e axis of rotation^ 

wherein the main body section, the actuator arm, and the flex cable 
guiding support are a single component having material continuity rather 
than being an assembly of sub-components . 
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1 1 (Currently amended). A disk drive comprising: 
a disk drive base; 

an actuator body rotatably coupled to the disk drive base, the actuator 
body including: 

a main body section having a thickness and defining a horizontal 
plane orthogonal to an axis of rotation; 

an actuator arm having the same thickness and extending from the 
main body section; and 

a flex cable guiding support having the same thickness and 
extending from the main body section adjacent the actuator arm 
orthogonal to the horizontal plane; and 

a flex cable including a substantially flat main cable body disposed in 
mechanical communication with the flex cable guiding support i n p l onoG 
orthogona l to the horizonta l plan e paral l el to tho a xis of rotation , 

wherein the main body section, the actuator arm, and the flex cable 
guiding support are a single component having material continuity rather than 
being an assembly of sub-components ,
